SUBJECT: CYPRUS: AIRPORT; DENKTASH TO ANKARA; SITREP 

1. DENKTASH OFFICE CONFIRMS HE LEFT THIS MORNING FOR 

ANKARA. UNFICYP UNDERSTANDS HE WILL RETURN MONDAY OR TUESDAY, NOT 
GO DIRECTLY TO GENEVA. 

2. UNFICYP CONCERNED THAT NO PROGRESS IS BEING MADE 

ON OPENING NICOSIA AIRPORT. IT HAS APPROACHED GREEKS AND BRITISH 
LOCALLY, HAS URGED UNSYG TO WEIGH IN, SUGGESTING THAT GUARANTOR 
POWERS AGREE TO OPEN AIRPORT OR AT LEAST GIVE UNFICYP GUARANTEE 
THEY WILL PERMIT IT TO BRING IN GREEK CYPRIOT (AND PERHAPS TURK 
CYPRIOT) STAFF AND OPEN AIRPORT. 
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3. UNFICYP NOTES CONTINUING PROBLEM OF GREEK LOOTING OF 
TURKISH HOUSES IN FAMAGUSTA, CONCERNED PROBLEM COULD ARISE IN 
LARNACA AND LIMASSOL. PAPHOS SITUATION DESCRIBED AS BETTER, WITH 
TURKS GENERALLY REMAINING IN OWN VILLAGES. GREEKS LEAVING THEM ALONE 
IN UNEASY TRUCE. IN ONE VILLAGE, STAVROKONO, TURKS RETAIN ARMS 
AND RESIST ANY GREEK APPROACH. FOR THAT REASON, UNFICYP UNABLE 
SO FAR TO GET ANY FOOD CONVOYS TO THAT VILLAGE, BUT OTHER VILLAGES 
CHECKED AND OK. 
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
